FRIENDS AND FAMILY REFLECT ON THE LIFE OF JAMES “TEDDY” SLOUGH 


The ‘most talented, coolest guy around’ 


“For heights and depths no 
words can reach, 
Music is the soul’s own speech.” 


By this time, no one is asking for 
whom the bells toll. The June | 
Slough house fire and the life it 
claimed are on everyone’s lips in 
East Jordan, Ellsworth and 
Charlevoix. In Charlevoix, most of 
his friends are talking about James, 
their classmate at Northwest Acad- 
emy for his senior year of high 
school. In East Jordan, where he 
attended schoo! through the !1th 
grade, he is Ted, and among his 
myriad relatives, he is Teddy. How 
appropriate is this diversity of 
names — one name is not enough 
to capture him. 

James Theodore Slough was 
born on Aug. 5, 1986 to James and 
Kathryn Slough, the youngest of 
four siblings. He was raised on their 
farm in Banks Township, where 
from an early age he took an inter- 
est in the cows, and by the age of 8 
had decided—and embarked— 
upon a veterinary career. While his 
youthful ministrations did the bo- 
vine community no harm, Teddy’s 
interests exceeded his early ambi- 
tions, and he was, by the ripe age 
of 17, not a veterinarian, but vice 
president of East Jordan Auto Parts, 
the owner of a paintball business 
and an auto mechanic/salesman. 
These were side-jobs, however, be- 
cause Ted’s true and lasting love was music. 

By the time he was in high school, Teddy’s 
gift for friendship was apparent to everyone who 
knew him, and many who didn’t know him well. 
One Northwest Academy student remarked that 
Teddy had helped her learn the basics of play- 
ing her instrument and had said, while he made 
her hold a low note as long as she could, “You're 
going to hate me for this,” but she didn’t. She 
didn’t see how anyone could. He was a “teddy 
bear” his classmates said, and “perfect boyfriend 
material.” He was the “most talented, coolest 
guy around,” they said. And over and over class- 
mates (many of whom describe Ted—or 
James—as their best friend) say, ‘He taught me 
a lot.” 

One of Ted’s favorite quotes was Mark 
Twain’s “J have never let my schooling inter- 
fere with my education.” Ted took this advice 
to heart. While he graduated near the top of his

class, teachers complained about late English 
papers... and late arrivals. Cousin Tyler Cutler 
said that when he would spend the night at Ted's 
house, they would stay up and sleep in too late, 
and then be late for first hour, whereupon Ted 
would suggest that, since they were already tardy, 
breakfast at McDonald’s might be in order. And 
then, when breakfast was lingered over until half- 
way through second hour—“well, it’s a short 
class anyway” and arrival would be postponed 
for the third class of the day. ““Ted taught me a 
lot,” Tyler said. “Going to school wasn’t one of 
the many things.” And Driver’s Ed instructor 
Brad Jones said that in his 20-plus years of teach- 
ing Driver’s Ed, Ted would go down as the only 
student ever to be stopped for speeding in the 
training car. When he took a class to intern with 
a business and took his internship at East Jordan 
Auto Parts, he signed his own internship autho- 
tization. When the school said, no, he needed 


authorization from the boss, Teddy 
patiently explained, “I am the 
boss!” 

But his mischievous good na- 
ture was not the only thing that 
garnered him the respect of his 
peers, He was wise beyond his 
years: ‘‘He acted like he was 30,” 
a friend said (with awed respect 

_for that venerable age). One long- 
time friend spoke of his own and 
Ted’s commitment to sobriety. 
This friend said that one day he 
saw Teddy talking to a known 
“partier,” and he felt disappoint- 
ment that Ted would associate 
with someone whose values were 
so different than his own—which 
he expressed. ‘Ted said, ‘Just be- 
cause you don’t like what some- 
one does, doesn’t mean you can’t 
be friends with them.’ He was 
more than scolding me—he was 
teaching me.” 

Northwest Academy principa!] 
Scott Cochran said, ‘“Ted wrestled 
with future plans. He said, ‘I’ve 
got to make a hundred grand a 
year, and I’ve got to make it in 
music.” Northwest Academy 
band director Gary Stutzman had 
a similar conversation, and tried 
to talk Ted into a more realistic 
pecuniary goal—maybe some- 
thing less than $100,000 a year. “I 

Ted explained, “I really 
like nice things.” (Another favor- 
ite quote: “Go confidently in the 

direction of your dreams. Live the life you have 
imagined.” Ted was probably closer to that 
$100,000 than anyone thought.) 

At Teddy's memorial service, the Missionary 
Church altar was lined with instruments. He 
played contra bass, classical guitar, drums, viola, 
violin, clarinet, piano, bass guitar and alto sax. 
“He never met an instrument he couldn’t excel 
at, and didn’t like,” Pastor Jim Jordan explained. 
Gary Stutzman admits to being pretty excited 
when he heard that a Slough (a family of ac- 
complished musicians) was going to be trans- 
ferring to Northwest Academy for the music pro- 
gram, but he says he tried to keep his excite- 
ment to himself. Stutzman interviewed Teddy, 
asking, ‘““What do you play?” to which Ted re- 
sponded, “What do you need?” It really was

“ Votes to be cast 
on board seats, 
millage renewals 
in local races 


School elections in local districts, 
including Boyne City, East Jordan, 
and Boyne Falls, are set for Monday, 
June 14. Voters will be asked to not 
only cast ballots for available school 
board seats, but also to approve a 
millage renewal for special education 
as Well as operating millage renew- 
als. 

The special education renewal mill- 
age falls under the auspices of the 
Charlevoix-Emmet Intermediate 
Schoo! District, and asks voters to 
approve the renewal of 1.16 mills for 
special education, originally ap- 
proved in 1981 and renewed since 
then.” 

According to Char-Em representa- 
tive Dianne Litzenburger, the 1.16 
mills is specifically earmarked to 
maintain existing services and pro- 
grams for special education students. 
State and federal law mandates 
schools provide special education ser- 
vices to children in need from birth 
to age 26, Programs and services cur- 
rently offered to more than 1,100 in 
the Char-Em ISD include specialized 
programs for severely handicapped 
students, preschool testing for more 
than 150 children annually, special- 
ized training for teachers in local 
schools, evaluation services, transpor- 
tation services for severely handi- 
capped students, and financial] and 
other support to local districts. 

The renewal will not change the 
present approved tax rate. 

Operating millage renewal propos- 
als are on the ballot in East Jordan 
and Boyne City. In East Jordan, vot- 
ers wil] be asked to vote to restore up 
to .75 mills on non-homestead prop- 
erties for a period of two years. 

A successfu] vote will allow the 
school district to continue to collect 
the full 18 mills originally approved 
by voters in 1995 on non-homestead

County Sheriff George 
Lasater embarked on a 
project to gather the stories 
of the county’s World War 
If veterans, it was a task, he 
predicated, that ‘would take 
about a year to complete. 

Now, three years later, 
Lasater’s found that the na- 
ture of the undertaking 
means that it’s one that 
could go on forever. It's 
time, however, to “draw a 
line in the sand.” 

“I’ve prolonged it,” he 
said of the process, “be- 
cause I don’t want to miss 
anybody.” 

His compilation, three 
years in the making, will be 
extensive indeed, including 
interviews with about 1,200 
veterans or their families. 
Of the more than a thou- 
sand veterans’ lives con- 
tained within, some will 
include only basic informa- 
tion, while others, where 
warranted, will include ex- 
tended information, in the 
form of narrative stories. 

Each veteran will be pro- 
filed in three categories, 
“what they were doing be- 
fore they went in, what they 
did during the war, and 
what they did after.” 

What they did, Lasater 
has found, is, in all cases, 
worthy of being remem- 
bered. 

Charlevoix County, as it 
turns out, Counts among its 
residents participants in just 
about “every battle you can 
think of” in World War II, 
Lasater said incredulously, 
from Pearl Harbor to 
Normandy. 

Each veteran, he adds, 
has a very special, very per- 
sonal story to tell, many of 
which have been kept close 
to home until now. He tells 
of a man, with whom 
Lasater taught school in 
Boyne City in his early 
days in the area; interview- 
ing the man years later for 
this book, Lasater discov- 
ered for the first time that 
his former colleague had 
been wounded twice in the 
war. 

The stories from the 
Boyne City, East Jordan, 
Boyne Falls area are rich 
and numerous, like the ones 
that follow. 


THE LABRECQUE 
FAMILY of Boyne City 
consisted of four sons and 
one daughter, who were or- 
phaned at an early age, 
leaving the daughter to be 
the matriarch of the family. 
“There was not a lot of 
money,” Lasater said of the 
family, noting that the sons 
often delivered groceries on 
sleds to their neighbors to 
make ends meet. When the

war came slang. howéver, 
all four boys volunteered 
for the service, and found 
their accommodations to be 
better, in some ways, than 


those to which they were 


accustomed. “They wrote 
letters, saying it was not all 
that bad, they had a warm 
place to sleep, four squares 
a day,” Lasater said. Unfor- 
tunately, the war took its 
toll on the family, with two 
boys killed in action. The 
law at that time, he notes, 
was such that a family who 
had lost two children could 
petition to have any others 
in the service reassigned to 
non-combat duty, or sent 
home. Unfortunately, the 
Labrecque family’s appli- 
cation was denied, based on 
the requirement that such a 
petition was to be made by 
parents — of which they 
had none, A third son was 
later killed in the war. 


LIFELONG BOYNE 
FALLS resident Bernie 
Kondrat was overseas in 
the Phillipines during the 
war, where he spent more 
than three years, all the 
while sending money to his 
mother and father back 
home. 

When the war was over, 
Kondrat was shipped back 
to San Francisco, where he 
found himself stranded for_ 
a couple of weeks while his 
paperwork was processed. 
Having sent all his money 
home, Kondrat decided to 
send a telegram home to his 
parents, asking for them to 
wire him some funds so he 
could “at least have a good 
time in San Francisco.” As 
Lasater tells it, the telegram 
was delivered to his par- 
ents’ home in Boyne Falls. 
“In those days, when a tele- 
gram comes, you know 
what that means (that a sol- 
dier had been wounded or 
killed). Oblivious to what 
he’s done, of course, 
Kondrat gets his money, 
goes about his business, 
and arrives home to his fa- 
ther, who picked him up at 
the station. His greeting in- 
cluded, Lasater relates, 
words to the effect of, “Son, 
we’re so glad we have you 
back, but do you know 
what the hell you did to 
your mother?” Kondrat, 
Lasater said, has felt sorry 
for it ever since. 


BOYNE CITY’S Lyle 
Kowalske was a gunman 
on a B-24 Liberator during 
the war, flying near what is 
now Vietnam. After more 
than 20. missions, 
Kowalske grew close to his 
fellow crewmen, bonding 
strongly to one another 


through their common ex- » 
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perience. 

Prior to one mission, 

Kowalske acquired food 
poisoning, which led his 
flight sergeant to keep him 
out of the sky and send a 
substitute gunman in his 
stead. The plane was shot 
down, and the crew was 
killed. 
“Til the day he died,” 
Lasater said, “he felt so 
guilty that he wasn’t on 
that mission.” 


AN EAST JORDAN 
pilot, whose name was not 
readily available, shared a 
startling story with Lasater. 
As part of a B-24 bomber 
crew in Europe, the soldier 
had flown on quite a num- 
ber of missions, but one 
particular mission found 
the plane and crew getting 
beat up something terrible. 
Turning back for home 
base, and once they were 
over safe airspace in En- 
gland, it was the crew’s job 
to get down and pick up 
their spent shell casings. 
As a top turret gunner, this 
particular soldier was pick- 
ing up his brass, when he 
noticed, behind the auxil- 
jary gas tank, which was 
full at the time, a 20mm 
canon shell, unexploded 
and lodged in place. He ra- 
dioed the pilot, fully aware 
that the slightest jar would 
set the thing off. Though 
this particular pilot was 
not, Lasater relates, known 
for his smooth landings, he 
managed to put the aircraft 
down at a British airbase, 
“like a pillow.” All on 
board bailed out of the 
plane as soon as they were 


on the ground, and the 
Brittsh bomb squad re- 
moved the offending artil- 
lery. Two weeks later, the 
soldiers received the report 
as to why the shell hadn’t 
exploded; it was, in fact, 
filled with sand. Turns out, 
Lasater said, that the Ger- 
mans were using Polish 
slave laborers to build their 
bombs; the workers, in 
turn, had sabotaged the ef- 
fort, creating useless bomb 
shells. Said the East Jordan 
veteran, “I’ve loved the 
Polish people ever since.” 

The stories, like the

number of lives affected, 
go on and on. 

For Lasater, the project, 
though time consuming, 
has been a labor of love. 
“It’s made me proud, and 
it’s humbled me,” he said. 
It has, too, increased the 
circle of those he calls his 
friends. 

“One of the greatest 
sidelines of the whole 
project,” he said, “is that 
I've just met some wonder- 
ful people.” 

Lasater is currently com- 
pleting work on the book, 
and contacting publishers.

It's a harsh reality that’ many high school sports stars 
have to face once they graduate — their athletic career is 
likely over. 

However, for former East Jordan High Schoo! three- 
sport standout Rachel Boss, she has found her calling in 
college with an activity that is not even offered as an of- 
ficial sport though the Michigan High Schoo!

“We were told about the competition from a professor 
at Grand Valley who grew up in Croatia,” Boss said.

The team competed in the country on May 18 and fared 
quite well. The women’s team placed second behind the 
Croatian team and in front of the German team.

“It was a really awesome experience,” Boss said of the 
trip. “The culture is very different from here. It’s a little 
chaotic at times too. Nothing is in writing over there, so 
we often got a call saying that we were competing in like 
15 minutes, so we were always rushing around.” 

Besides competing, the group did find some time to 
have a little fun. They took day trips to various sites in 
the country, including the large port city of Pula, where 
they were fortunate enough to witness the second-largest 
cycling competition in the world.
